REPORT. 


REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the 

Royal University of Ireland, for the Year ended 3 1st March 1892; prepared and 

submitted for the Information of the House of Commons, in pursuance of the Royal 

University of Ireland Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Viet. c. 52, s. 2). 

1. It is provided by Chapter VIII. of the Statutes of the University, that the cost of 
Administration during any one year shall not exceed 5,500/. The total Expenditure for 
that Service during the year ended 31st March 1892 has been 5,142 /. 10s. 8 d., as against 
4,831 1. 6 s. 7 d. in the previous year. 

2. The general Expenditure for Examinations has amounted to 12,100/. 11s. 5 d., as 
against 12,249 l. 15 s. 4 d. in the previous year ; and that for Rewards to 4,323 /. 19 s. 8 d., 
as against 4,085/. 14 s. 8 tl. in the previous year. 

3. The sum of 6,303 /. 10 s. 3 d. has, during the year, been invested in the purchase of 
400 /. Bank of Ireland Stock, and 5,000/. Corporation of Dublin 3^ per Cent. Stock. 
An amount of 8,000 /. Bank of Ireland Stock having previously been held, the Stock 
now held by the Royal University, in respect of the General Account, amounts to 
13,400/, viz. : 8,400 /. Bank of Ireland Stock, and 5,000/. Corporation of Dublin Stock. 
Certificates that these amounts of Stock are held, have been furnished by the Bank of 
Ireland and the Registrars of the Corporation Stock, respectively. 

4. As shown by the Accounting Officer in the Account, the Board of Inland Revenue 
have refunded the sum of 2,750/. in respect of the annual Endowment, 122/. in respect 
of dividends relating to the General Account, and 21/. 10 s. in respect of dividends 
relating to the Pension Fund ; these sums having been deducted during the last five 
years on account of Income Tax. 

It has now been agreed, that Income Tax deducted in respect of these funds shall 
be regularly repaid in future by that Board, upon the necessary claim being made. 

5. A further investment of 365 /. 13 s. 7 d. has been made during the year in the 
purchase of 381 /. 7 s. 8 d., 2j per Cent. Consols, in respect of the Pension Fund. 

Stock to the amount of 12,836 /. 9 s. 6 d. having previously been held, the total 
amount of Stock held on account of the Pension Fund now amounts to 13,217 /. 17 s. 2 d. 
A certificate that this amount of Stock is held, has been furnished by the Bank of 
Ireland. 


Separate Funds. 

6. Of the Special Fund lodged to a separate account for the Equipment of 
Laboratories, &c., the balance remaining on 1st April 1891 was 5,578/. 14 5. A sum 
of 342/. 7 s. 5 d. has been expended during the year ended 31st March 1892 ; and a 
Bank certificate for the balance, 5,236 l. 6 s. 7 d., has been furnished. 

In regard to the expenditure, which does not appear in the General Account., vouchers 
and particulars have, as usual, been transmitted by the Accounting Officer. 

7. With respect to the Stewart Trust Fund, the balance in hand on 1st April 1891 
amounted to 140/. 6 s. id. The income during the year was 194/. 3 s. of which sum 
193 /. 9 s. was the moiety of net income received from the Trustees, and 14 s. was for 
interest on deposit. The payments during the year amounted to 40 L, leaving a balance 
in hand of 294 /.9 s. 4 d., for which a certificate has been given by the Bank. Vouchers 
for the expenditure have been furnished.
